Fill in around the roots 
with well pulverized surface soil, packing firmly, except on top. 


if the condition of the soil is such as to require the use of water at 
the time of planting, if the ground cannot be irrigated, the water should 
be poured into the hole after it is partly filled with earth. Allow the 
water to soak away, and then fill in with loose earth without packing.
